“SOME REMARKABLE: 
F _ EXPERIMENTS. 
Ono~ of ‘the most voniatbable 
and latest discoveries of tho, 
powor of X-rays has nacoetly 
been investigated by Mr. A. 
Parkes; of Professor A. V: hil 8 


dopartmont ¢ at the University of 
ondon. . . < 


It has boen known since 1903 
that prolonged oxposure to X-rays 
producos sterility both in man 
and‘ animals, But no diminution 
of the sex instincts follows in 
guch casos.. Mr. Parkes has now. 
exemined theeffects on breeding 
power of exposure toa soft ray, 
in doses insufficient to produco 
complete sterility. The experi- 
monts were conducted on mice, 
and as thero is ovory readon to 
suppose that the sex of the 
offspring’ is determined by the 
male fiarent, only males were 
irradiated. 


Three exposures: of ten minutes 
each weregiven,and atdotermined ! 
poriods thereafter the mice mated 
with quite normal fomales, It 
was ropeatedly found that from 
matings which’ had ‘taken , place 

within the first few days-after 
exposure a'large excess of male 
offypring. was produced. Only 
two put of eleven litters conceiv- 
ed during the first three ‘ days 
after irradiation produced any, 
excess Of females. 

Aniong: the. offspring of 
matings during the second week 
after oxposure, however, females 
preponderated -heevily. Seven 
litters were obtained, not one of 
which had an excess of males. 
The remaining births, conceived 

within twenty-two to fifty-six 
duys’ after irradiation, showed 
nothing very striking as regards 
the proportion of the sexes. 

» Seven hundred and thirty-five 
normal mice, bred under con- 
ditions similer to thpse,in which 
the experimental, matings were 

made as controls, gave 2 male 
percentage, of 51.6.in their offspr- 
ing, ‘Young bred by irradiated 
male parents within four days of 
the date of exposure, gave a male 
percentage _ of -59.4,; whereas 
among those of’ the followinis two 
weeks the percentage of males 


fell to’ the remarkably low., figure 


of 33.6." « 

No satisfactory theory has yet 
bten found to: explain. these .re- 
markable results. But time will 
show to what extent they apply 
to other animals, and. whether or 
not they will be worthy of “the 
attention of the animal breeder.
